Is Considered Above Normal in 
View of Scientist’s

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 7.—A _ pre- 
liminary examination of the brain of 
Dr. WJ McGee, the sclentist of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who willed that organ 
to Dr. Edwin Spitzka of this city for 
experimental purposes, was made to- 
day by Dr. Spitzka. It reveals thefact 
that the brain weighs 1.410 grains, 
or @ trifle over 49 ounces, which is 
slightly above the average. 

The brain is not as heavy as that

SHE LAUGHS IN JAIL 


Her Suitor Confesses He Killed 
Woman’s Husband and “His 
Own Wife. 


Special to the Pust-Dispatch. 
SHREVEPORT, La., Sept. -7.—Evli- 


dence tending to show a third mys- 
terious death in connection with the 


killing of Charles C. Bailey at Met- 
calf, La., Monday night was unearthed 
here today by Sheriff J. H. Flournoy. 
Ay L. Watson and Mrs. Bailey are 
in jail, charged with Bailey’s mur- 
der. Both have confessed and Wat- 
son also admits he poisoned his wife 
at Flannigan, Tex., three months ago, 
in order that his:relations with Mrs. 
Bailey might be unhampered. 

Now Richard Wilcox, a Shreveport 
tinner, declares that Bailey, the man 
whom Watson says he killed, was 
accused by the: first Mrs. 
having given her poison, from the 
effects of which she died and that 
within three months “Bailey married 
the woman who is accused of com- 
plicity in his death. 

Did Not Deny Accusation, 

Wilcox says that Mrs. Bailey No, 1, 
on her death bed in a lumber camp 
at Myrtic, La., eight years ago, ac- 
“Charley” of having poisoned 
her. According to the story told by 
Wilcox, just before Mrs. Bailey died, 
she made the accusation to Wilcox’s 
wife and turning to Bailey, defiant- 
ly accused him. Wilcox says Bailey 
made no reply. 

The day after Mrs. Balley died, 
Wilcox said. Mrs. Wilcox found a 
three-ounce battle partly filled with

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Secrets 
dealing with activity of big 
business in in the last 12 
years are expected to be revealei be- 


fore the Clapp Senate Committee 
when J. Pierpont Morgan is ‘called 
to the stand after the committee be- 
gins its investigation of campaign 
contributions and the use of money 
to influence legislation Sept. 30. 

The date of Morgan’s appearance 
before the committee will depend on 
his engagements. He was to have 
been a witness in July when the com- 
mittee was investigating previous 
campaigns, The investigation has 
been broadened by the Penrose- 
Roosevelt-Archbold controversy, and 
Morgan likely will be asked to tell 
of campaign contributions from 1900 
to 1912 and anything he knows of 
the influence of money on legislation. 
Morgan waived service in July and 
notified Chairman Clapp of the In- 
vestigating Committee that he would 
appear at almost any time. 

Morgan. has diversified business 
interests. He has the power in the 
organization of the United States 
Steel Corporation and the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co., which, it has 
been charged, received favors from 
Theodore Roosevelt. His former 
partner, George W. Perkins, is chair- 
man of the new Progressive party. 
Morgan doubtless can tell a great 
deal, and his’ examination is awaited 
with great interest, heightened by 
the possibility that Louis D. Bran- 
deis, noted Boston attorney and 
“progressive” publicist, who knows 
much of the intimate affairs of great 
corporations, will appear as lawyer 
for the Clapp Committee. 

Senator Clapp is being urged by 
the people from all sections of the 
country to employ an attorney for the 
committee and go into a vigorous 
and exhaustive investigation, and he 
will do so. Some of his intimate 
political friends have pointed out to 
him that he is‘in position to win 
fame if his investigation is thorough 
and careful, or to be relegated to 
Oblivion if it is a farce.

OFFICERS 10 BE 
SUED FOR $63,000 
IN FEES RETAINED 


Blow Aimed at Time Honored 
Custom in Madison 
County, Ill. 








The time-honored custom of officials 
retaining certain of their fees as per- 
quisites has received a blow in Madi- 
son County, Ill, where, following an 
audit of the books which reveals that 
about $65,000 has, as is alleged, been 
illegaiiy retained by officials and ex- 
officials, demand is to be made and 
suits instituted if necessary to recover 
the money. 

The widespread practice of retaining 
fees and incurring excessive office ex- 
penses is all contrary to the State Con- 
stitution of 1870, according to S. E. Sims 
of Pontiac, Ill, who made the audit. 
The Constitution, he says, provides that 
all an official is entitled to is his sal- 
ary. If there are fees they should be 
paid to the county, and out of these 


office expenses should be paid, the only 
exception being where salary and clerk 
hire are fixed at a lump sum, the Su- 
preme Court having held that where 
this is done the whole amount is re- 
garded as compensation. 


For Taking Prisoner to Penitentiary. 


According to Sims, the amounts 
charged against Sheriff Henry and 
some of his predecessors, which 
make up the largest items of the 
report, represent fees allowed by the 
State for taking prisoners to the 
penitentiary and by the County for 
taking patients to institutions. The 
State allows 25 cents a mile when 
only one prisoner is taken, 25 and 
15 cents if two are taken and 25, 15 
and 10 cents if more than two are 
taken. The liberal allowance has 
been made, Sims says,. because the 
State desired to help pay the reve- 
nueés of the office. 

Sims insists that Sheriffs should 
report the entire amount _ received 
from the State for this service and 
the exact amount of their actual ex- 
penses, get credit for the actual ex- 
penditure and turn the balance into 
the treasury. It is even required, he 
says, that railroad fare be deducted 
from the allowance for expenses if 
it is shown-that the Sheriff rides on 
@ pass. 

Certain fees of the County Clerk’s of- 
fice, Sims says, have been held out with- 
out any reason weRatever, excep? that it 
has been the custom to keep them ‘as 
perquisites. He found that no report had 
been made by the county clerks of tax 
redemption certificates, for which a fee 
of 25 cents is charged, although thou- 
Sands of such redemption certificates 
have been issued. Sims has audited the 
books of many counties in the State and 
says Madison County is the only one 
where these fees have not been re- 
ported. 


Says Receipts Are Withheld. 


The County Treasurer, Sims says, has 
failed to report to the Board of Super- 
visors the actual receipts and disburse- 
ments of his office, but has withheld a 
certain amount of the receipts for clerk 
hire. 

The record of State’s Attorney Gilll- 
ham, who has turned over to the 
school fund $31,000 in seven years, 
Sims says he has never been sur- 
passed in 30 years’ experience. 

County officials named in the re- 
port of the Auditor affect indiffer- 
ence and declare that everything 
that they have received or withheld 
hase been either in accordance with 
time-honored custom or by @irect au- 
thorization of the County Board. 
They say they do not think the Au- 
diting Committee will insist upon re- 
imbursement after a full hearing and 
explanations have been made.

Treasurer Sheldon, among others, Hilles 
gave out a statement tonight, which had 
been approved by Taft and Sheldon. 
Hilles declared conservative business 
men were for Taft because his admin- 
istration had been economical.

WHEATON, IIL, Sept. 7.—Jerome 
Travers of Upper Mont Clair, for the 
third time is amateur golf champion 
of the United States.

championship. The East, represented

The cards tell the story: The first 
nine Evans played in par, ending 3 
up. Travers squared the match at 
the thirteenth, but Evans, playing 
his best got the fourteenth and six- 
teenth holes. The seventeenth was 
halved, and Travers outplayed Evans 
on. the eighteenth, leaving ‘“Chick”’ 
a lead of only one for’the morning 
round. 

Evans Away Off His Game. 

Evans left the green scarlet faced. and 
bathed in perspiration. His usual geniality 
was not in evidence and he waved aside 
his friends and walked off slowly to his 
cottage. The result in the afternoon was 
not in doubt after six holes had been played. 
Travers squared the match at the twentieth 
green, got Evans 1 down at the next, halved 
the twenty-second and twenty-third, and then 
Evans lost six holes successfully. Travers 
was dormie on the twenty-ninth green. Evans 
Managed to halve the thirtieth and that was 
all. Smiling, he grasped Travers’ hand and 
the national championship was decided. 

President Silas H. Strawn of the United 
States Golf Association called for silence as 
the gallery which had lined the course 
for a half-mile on both sides closed in 
around the green, 

“I now give Jerome Travers of Upper 
Mont Clair’ the gold medal] he has earned 
‘as winner for the third time of the national 
championship,’’ said Mr. Strawn. ‘‘For Mr. 
Evans I.will say that no man that -ever 
lived could have beaten the golf Mr. Travers 
has played .this afternoon.” 

_. No. Exeuse fer Poor Showing. 

“IT was up against it, and. golfers know 
what that means,’’ said Evans, after he had 
gone to his cottage and changed his clothes. 

‘I was up against an unbeatable game. I 
did my best. I have no excuse that I was 
tired or hot, or anything like that. I sim- 
ply was up against it.’’ 

Travers played the third nine, three under 
par, and the last four holes two under par. 
Evans weakened in the last few holes. His 
drives were short and his tron shots er- 
ratic. 

The immense gallery was strongly for 
Evans. His good shots were cheered. while 
Travers got scant and infrequent applause. 
A heavy silence -fell as ‘‘Chick’s”’ star de- 
clined and women in the gallery wept. Many 
voices begged him to pull himself together. 
He got a good iron shot off the grasses in 
the thirtieth and he was cheered for the 
last time, 

“Go to it, ‘Chick,’ and pull it out,’’ came 
the cries from the gallery. Evans was called 
upon for a speech as President Strawn hand- 
ed him the silver medal for the runner-up. 

‘‘Not from me, not from me,”’ was his 
reply.as he put the medal in his pocket and 
turned away. Evans will play 18 holes to- 
morrow with Harold Hilton, former cham- 
pion, to settle their tie at 152 for low medal 
score in the qualifying round. Hilton has 
been resting since Tuesday to prepare for 
the round.

AT AUTO SHOW 


Additional Roofage to Be Built 
by Show Committee for Big 
Event Which Opéns Oct. 7. 








Present indications are that it will 
take 50 per cent more of exhibit space 
| than now exists at Forest Park High- 
lands to accommodate the 1912 Open Air 
Automobile show there. Saturday, the 
Show Committee went to the Highlands 





with an architect and ordered him to 
draw plans for a large shed as an aux- 
lliary to the present exhibit space. This 
will add about 15,000 square feet and 
in addition to this the ‘‘concession”’ 
buildings, to the west of the main en- 
trance and adjoining the swimming 
pool, will be remodeled and turned into 
delivery wagon space. The accessory 
displays have not yet been placed, but 
& suitable and satisfactory place will 
be provided. 

The Automobile Show will open Oct. 
7 for a run of a week and it is certain 
that all but three of the 83 dealers in 
this city will be represented with from 
two to ten of the cars they handle, all 
of the 1913 models.

The last- moment for the filing of 
applications for space will be Tuesday 
at noon. The contract for the deco- 
rations, a gorgeous representation of 
a fall pastora] scene, will be let Tues- 
day. The front rotunda is to be banked 
with trees, follage and flowers and a 
tall fountain with a basin filled with 
gold fish will adorn it. 

Additions to the usual show features 
this year will be numerous. Among 
them will be displays of motor cycles. 
The association’s splendid show window 
poster is now in print. It will be pro- 
duced in six colors this year. The 
great 24-sheet billboard posters will de- 
part from usual lines and make one 
of the most striking outdoor advertise- 
ments that has ever been seen in St. 
Louis. The central picture in the big 
poster was specially designed at comsid- 
erable expense for the St. Louis show. 

The applications for space at the show 
for cars must be in the hands of the 
Show Committee by next Tuesday at 
noon. This arbitrary ruling was made 
by the committee in order to assure that 
there would be no dragging in arrange- 
ments and in order that all participants 
in the show might have an equal chance 
at good spaces.

The long-sustained heated term, last- 
ing throughout August and extending 
into September, intensifies with mer- 
ciless severity the peril that summer 
always brings to the babies of the poor 
in the city’s crowded tenement dis- 
tricts. 

Unless the St. Louis Pure Milk Com- 
mission, which supplies these little ones 
with the healthful food necessary to 
their very existence during such a pe- 
riod, and the King’s Daughters, who 
distribute free ice to the poor, are en- 
abled to widen the scope of their relief 
work in the tenements, many babies 
who might be saved must surely die.

White men had gathered about the 
jail prepared to lynch .ight negroes and 
a mob of negroes in another part of 
the town made preparations to dynamite 
the town. 

The excitement began after a gang of 
white men in the publi square had 
beaten Grant.«Smith, a negra preacher, 
almost to death, because the negro made 
insulting remarks about a yo. ng white 
woman who was reported tu have been 
attacked by two negroes who had just 
been placed in jail. The reported attack 
on the woman occurred Thursday night 
five miles outside of town, and a posse 
of officers and citizens searched ‘ r the 
suspected persons until they were caught 
this morning near the scene of the 
crime. When Smith beran to express 
his opinion, he was beaten and probably 
would have been burned had officers not 
intervened and placed rim in the vault 
of the courthouse. 

As soon as the news of the beating 
reached the negroes attending a picnic 
and barbecue on the outskirts of the 
town, they began plotting to dynamite 
the town. Many of them ventured to 
the courthouse, and their plot became 
known.

of Hall County, mustered in a large 
force to control the’ situation, and Mayor 
B. M. Harrin and the Sheriff sent Lurry 
calls to Gov. Brown for troops.

Miss Willette Kershaw Is One of 
Two Women on Stump in 
the East. : 





Miss Willette Kershaw, St. Louis 
actress, who was leading woman two 
years ago in “The Country Boy” and 
last year in George Bronson Howard's 
play, “Snobs,” written for her, is an 
important factor in the present cam- 
paign as a worker for the national 
Democratic ticket. ‘ 

Besides organizing the Profession- 
al Women’s Wilson and Marshall 
League, which is national in scope, 
she is serving the Democratic forces 
as a stump speaker and distributer 
of campaign literature. She is now 
in Philadelphia, where her new suf- 
frage play is having its first run of 
two weeks. 

There, on Labor day, she addressed 
3000 factory workers. Since then she 
has made several speeches in public, 
besides expounding the doctrines of 
Democracy at semi-private functions. 

Miss Kershaw is not a suffragette, 
although she believes women will get 
votes in due time. Her arguments at 
present are devoted to industrial leg- 
islation as it affects women and chil- 
dren, and the tariff, as it affects the 
home. As a result of her early ex- 
periences on the stage, she is giving 
particular : attention to child labor 
questions. . 

Pleads Her Lack of Childhood, 

“It is a crime and a disgrace,” she 
said in an interview at Philadelphia, 
“for this nation to permit great cor- 
porations to fatten on the labor of 
poor, half-starved children. To my 
mind the stage shows some of the 
most flagrant examples of this cor- 
porate greed. 

“I played my first part when I was 


‘7 years old and for the next seven 


years I was carted all over the coun- 
try. I might say that I had no 
childhood. When I grew up and re- 
viewed those years I resolved that if 
I could ever help abolish child labor 
I would consider that my great 
achievement in life, 

“Irrespective of party affiliations, 
I believe women now should make 
every effort to influence vc ers in 
favor of the man who has ihe in- 
terests of the working woman and 
the child at heart. When a man al- 
ready in office has done so much to 
further legislation to this end, I be- 
lieve he deserves the support of 
women everywhere. I have watched 
Gov. Wilson’s public career very 
closely and he has made good. All 
we ask is that the intelligent women 
read his record. 

Breakfast Table Audiences. 

“The women in our organization 
are not working for the ballot. I 
have infienced audiences all my life, 
but the only audience we want the 
average woman to influence in this 
campaign is the one opposite her at 
the breakfast table.”
